Dead Boers 


Among the letters of correspondents 


from Africa is one which contains the 
following: 


Riding through the dusty veldt a 


telegraph correspondent espied a pool 
of water that looked limpid to his 
jaded observation. "I lay down, to 
drink," he writes, placed my pocket 
filter with a tube into the pool. At 
that moment I noticed a strange look- 
ing object, which on further examina- 
tion proved to be a dead Boer, who had 
been shot, apparently 
through the 


skull. 


"This sinister 
discovery, I 
need 


scarcely say, allayed my anxiety to 
quench my thirst in the neighborhood. 
. I turned the ebody over as it lay in 
the water and the eyes, half open, 
seemed 
to look forth reproachfully 


upon the disturber. 


"The man had been stripped of am- 


munition and arms by his comrades 
and had been cast into the water with 
a boulder attached to his waist. 


When I returned to camp I reported 


my strange find and then learned that 


my experience had been by no means 
unique. _ 


"It was only z few weeks ago that 


upwards of 30 dead Boers had 
been 


dnxgged from a well, 
previous to 


which time a great deal of water had 
bten used from for drinking pur- 
poses."

Mobility 


The latest dispatches if taken at their 


race value, illustrate once more the re- 
markable mobility of the Boer irregular 
troops. One month ago this week Lord 
Roberts occupied Bloemfontein practi- 
%ally without opposition. Later he sent 
out troops to the east and north and 
cleared the country thereabouts of armed 
opposition, -wiwr« Generals Clements, 
Gatacre 
and 
Brabant 
apparently 


stamped out the armed opposition south 
of Bloemfontein. According to all ac- 
counts, these generals w«re close on the 
heels of the flying Boers. They managed 
to slip past the British cavalry and con- 
centrating made a descent on Thaban- 
chu, east of Bloemfon'teln, -which -was 
hastily abandoned, the British falling 
back on their base. At Sannahpost the 
ambuscade took place whare nearly 400 
British troops were surprised'and talken 
prisoners, while a large convoy of 
-wagons was lost. 


The Boers, elated at their sjiccess, sent 


flying columns all over the Free State, 
penetrating! to 
RedKJersburg on the 


south, where they sprung another trap 
on the British and captured 591 men. 
They now have General Brabant's men 
trottled up in Wepener, and a late dis- 
patch from Bethulie expresses a fear 
that the burghers will destroy tha 
bridge over the Orange river. On the 
extreme west they ar« at JPaardeberg 
»nd in the immediate vicinity of Klm- 
berley, while on the extreme east they 
are attacking the British forces north of 
Ladiysomith. The general situation, it is 
thus seen, is ntK very satisfactory from 
the British pnint of view.

Boer reports t,tcm to Indicate that Lord 
Methuen is advancing from Boshof to- 
ward Hoo-pstad. It is a bold and ap- 
parently a dangerous move since, al- 
though it turns the right flank of the 
Boers' posiMon at Brandfort, it puts 
Lord Methuen's farce between whatever 
garrison there may be at Bloemhof, in 
the Transvaal, and the Brandfort force.

Naples do not conceal the fact that they 
have no hope of obtaining peace with in- 
dependence for the republics, but they 
will endeavor to save their amour propre 
or to secure a truce for further negotia- 
tion*.

When President Patton and.Mr. Cleve- 


land appeared OR Ae roetrum they were 
greeted with prolonged applause. Presi- 
dent l^Utton In a brief speech expressed 
the gratification of the'university that 
Stafford Little, '44. of Trenton, founder 
of the lectureship, was in the audience. 
Applause again followed. Mr. Cleveland 
then delivered his lecture. 


He began by speaking of the pressure 


for the removal of public officeholders 
Immediately after the change of admin- 
istration in 1S85, and the .substitution of 
Democrats in their places. 
"While I 


claim," he said, "to have earned a posfi- 
tion which entitles me to resent the ac- 
cusation that I either openly or covertly 
favor swift official decapitation for par- 
tisan purposes, I have no sympathy with 
the intolerant people, who, without the 
least appreciation <x£ the meaning of 
party work and service, superciliously 
affect to despise all those who apply for 
office as they would those guilty of a 
flagrant misdemeanor. 


"Why should we indiscriminately hate 


those who seek office? 
They may not 


have entirely emancipated themselves 
from the belief that the office should pass 
with party victory; but even if this is 
charged against them, it can surely be 
said that In all other respects they are 
In very many instances as honest, as^ 
capable and as Intelligent as any of 
us. 
There may be reasons and con- 


siderations which properly defeat their 
aspirations, but their applications are 
not always disgraceful. 
I have an idea 


that sometimes the greatest difference 
between them and those who needlessly 
abuse them and gloat over their dis- 
comfiture consists in the fact that the 
office seakers desire office, and their 
critics, being rnor« profitably employed, 
do not." 


Mr. Cleveland then passed to a dis- 


cussion of his controversy with the sen- 
ate over the question of transmitting the 
reasons- for suspensions from office, and 
the papers relating thereto. 
"I could 


not avoid the conviction, he said, "that 
a compliance with such requests would 
be to that extent a failure to protect and 
defend tb,e constitution, as well as a 
wrong to the great office I held in trust 
for the people, and which' I was bound to 
transmit unimpaired to my successor; 
nor could I be unmindful of a constant 
tendency in certain quarters to encroach 
upon executive functions, or of the eager- 
ness with which executive concession 
would be seized upon as establishing 
precedent." 


Mr. Cleveland then quoted at length 


from the report of the senate committee 
on tjhe judiciary, to which the question 
had been referred, and^olso from his own 
message to the senate. After reviewing 
the debate in the senate upon the ques- 
tions presented by the report, he com- 
mented upon the passage by the senate 
of the resolution condemning the at- 
torney general for withholding the pa- 
pers and documents which the senate 
had demanded. 


He then pointed out that in December, 


18S5, 
prior to the first request or de- 


mand upon an executive department re- 
lating to suspensions, and before any 
controversy upon the subject arose, a 
bill was introduced in the senate for the 
repeal of the law of 1869. 
This bill 


slumbeerd in the committee on judiciary 
until June, 1886, nearly three months 
after the close of the controversy. 
It 


wa^ then returned to the senate with a 
favorable report, and passed both the 
senate and the house of representatives. 


"Thus," declared Mr. Cleveland, "was 


an unpleasant controversy very happily 
followed by an expurgation of the last 
vestige of statutory sanction to a,n en- 
croachment upon constitutional execu- 
tive prerogatives, and thus was a time- 
honored interpretation .of the constitu- 
tion restored to us. The president, freed 
from the senate's claim of tutelage, be- 
came again the independent agent of the 
people—representing 
a 
co-ordinate 


branch of their government—charged 
with responsibilities which under his 
oath he ought not to avoid or share,"

LOUIS LEPINE. 


[Prefect of Paris police.] 


Ing to the ease with which criminals 
enriched themselves, the wrongdoers 
of Paris were confirmed in their ways, 
and their numbers were increased to 
an extraordinary degree. In the opin- 
ion of the minister, the net result was 
a moral retrogression, the effect of 
which was by no means confined to 
France and which cast a slur upon its 
fair name. 
It has been determined 


that the exposition of 1900 shall not 
incur this reproach, and M. Lepine, the 
Paris prefect of police, has been hard 
at work for months organizing special 
measures for the protection of the 
lives, the property and the peace of 
the strangers whom the exposition will 
attract 


He has entered into relations with 


the police authorities of the principal 
cities of the world In order to secure 
their co-operation, and he now declares 
himself quite ready to cope with all tha 
clever villainy which in a few weeks 
will swoop down upon the city. 


The following details of the system 


of prevention and detection which haa 
been evolved have been furnished to 
'the writer by M. Lepine himself and 
the officials who work under him. At 
the immense hotel of the prefecture 
there is now installed the most com- 
plete "rogues' gallery" in the whole 
world. It contaius photographs, bodily 
measurements, thumb prints and biog- 
raphies of the veteran criminal mag- 
nates of nearly every civilized land. 
The green goods men of America, the 
buried treasure experts of Spain, the 
mercenary assassins of Italy, the card 
sharpers of Greece and of everywhere 
else, the German ' barons," with fur 
coats and charming manners, who bor- 
row from their fellow hotel guests a 
trifling sum of $500 or so while they 
wait for the remittance which the 
major domos of their castles and es- 
tates on the Rhine have forgotten to 
send, the Amsterdam merchants of 
false diamonds—these and all the 
rest of the dreary company of crooks 
and criminals are represented In the 
vast collection. 


French consuls stationed in all the 


big cities of the earth have obtained 
from the police authorities every kind 
of data that can be of any possible 
value. No prominent criminal can leave 
any city for Paris without his move- 
ments being made known at once to 
the Paris authorities, with complete in- 
formatjjn regarding his special line and 
methods. In a long salle, whch looks 
like a library, are hundreds of boxes 
aud 
pigeonholes containing 
careful 


studies of different forms of swindling 
practiced in different countries. From 
these the Paris detective service has 
been able to increase its knowledge 
of the inner working of the most ex- 
pert gangs. Thus it will be able to take 
effective measures for warning the 
public against them and to secure ar- 
rests when a swindle has been accom- 
plished. 


In hotels, in cafes, in railroad sta- 


tions and other public places printed 
placards informing the visitors of some 
of the devices likely to be employed 
against them by dishonest persons will 
be posted up, and it Is expected that 
these will have a considerable effect In 
diminishing the number of victims. 


Precautions have also been taken 


against the criminals who employ brute 
force rather than subtlety. 
The city 


of Paris has authorized a large In- 
crease in (he number of street police, 
and the night service especially will 
be arranged on a much larger sen IP 
than in ordinary times. 
The armed 


mounted police will be nearly doubled. 
A service of bicycle police, somewhat 
on the model of the well known and ef- 
fective corps in New York, Is being 
formed. By the middle of April there 
will be 240 of these sturdy fellows, all 
expert riders and provided with the 
very host machines. 
Their uniform 


will be rather peculiar and may amuse 
American visitors. It will consist of a 
Mouse like that of a French stonema- 
son, made of thin blue stuff, very vo- 
luminous down to the knees, where 
It will be caught In tight 
There 


•will be leather gaiters. The ordinary 
kepi, or cap, with a foreplece, worn by 
the regular police, will complete the 
costume. In the daytime these comi- 
cal looking policemen will carry the 
customary sword bayonet, the sheath j

quently, too, though the police know 
that a robbery has been committed, it 
is impossible to obtain legal proof of 
guilt. It is hoped that many careless 
visitors will be sav«fi by this surveil- 
lance from falling into the traps laid 
for them. 


"With regard to the ordinary pick- 


pockets and sneak thieves known to 
the police, whether native or foreign, 
very direct measures will be taken.

Even if not strictly legal, It Is approved 
by most honest people as a precaution- 
ary measure which does more good 
than harm. 


Even the postal service and the 


chances of dishonest gain that it will 
offer in the exposition time have been 
thought of. 
The number of letters 


containing money and valuables will 


| be much greater than usual, and It 


should also be easier than usual for 
dishonest postal servants to appropri- 
ate them. The prefect of police has 
Inspired the postal authorities to take 
especial precautions, setting a close 
watch on the mail bags and keeping 
a keen eye on distributers and letter 
carriers alike. 


Also the city of Paris has under- 


taken—always on the advice of the 
all powerful prefect of police—to im- 
prove in certain places the lighting of 
its thoroughfares. 
Electric lamps are 


being installed wherever there aro 
routes, likely to be frequented, which 
have been favorable lurking places of 
doubtful characters in the past, owing 
to their darkness. A large section of 
the Bois de Boulogne has had gas- 
posts installed for the first time. The 
moonlight drives In the Bois, only a 
few minutes from the Arc de Trl- 
omphe, which is always a temptation, 
will become safer in consequence. 


In fine, the prefpot has endeavored, 


as he says, to convince the world that 
the Paris police is worthy of Its repu- 
tation, that it does not unduly boast 
when it declares Itself the finest po- 
lice force In the world.

An explanation 
of why 
General 


Cronje yielded and a description of the 
horrible condition of the Boer laager 
after the surrender at Paardeberg are 
published In the correspondence of the 
London Daily News as follows: 


At 0 o'clock Lord Stanley, the press 


censor, canie around to our carts In 
great excitement with the words: "I 
have some news for you fellows this 
morning. 
Cronje has Just sent word 


in to the chief that he surrenders un- 
conditionally." 


For two hours wo had to sit still 


while driblets of news leaked out. At 
8 o'clock our great opponent appeared 
with an escort of mounted infantry. 
He was mounted on an iron gray pony. 
He had an English saddle and ho'stera 
and bridle nearly new. lie was dress- 
ed in a blue serge suit and wore brown 
boots and wide gray ff^ hit, nil r»-ic. 
tically new. In his hand \vas the re- 
doubtable "sjambok" with which his 
name is ^always coupled. Close behind 
him rode his secretary and interpreter. 
Oil arriving opposite headquarters the 
escort halted. Cronje dismounted aud 
advanced between two files of Sea- 
forths, who presented arms, toward 


! Lord Roberts. 
The 
commander in 


, chief stepped forward a few paces, 


and the two shook hands. Chairs were 
placed, and for a few minutes the 
two, 
with tlie aid of the interpreter, 


were deep m conversation. 


By degrees we learned what had tali- 


en place the previous night. 
Orders 


had been given that the Canadians 
should advance under cover of the 
darkness in two lines, the first with 
fixed bayonets, the second carrying 


i pick and shovel. Companies C, E, D 


and F on one side of the river and A on 
the other advanced, holding hands, to 
within 
GO yards 
of 
the 
enemy's 


trenches before being noticed. They 
had received orders that at the first 
shot all should throw themselves flat 
down on the ground, while the Shrop- 
shires, on their left, should fire over 
their 
heads, 
enfilading 
the 
Boer 


trenches. 
Should the enemy discover 


our scheme sooner than expected the 
Gordons and the A company were also 
to cover the attacking party. 


When 
only 60 yards 
from 
the 


trenches, the enemy noticed them and 
began firing. Down went the Cana- 
dians without answering. The Shrop- 
shires started volley firing, the Gor- 
dons and A company withholding their 
fire for fear of shooting their own men. 
The Boers, hearing nothing in front, 
came out of their trenches. 
At the 


same time the Canadians rose and 
charged the trenches, driving the Boers 
before them. It was, however, jupos- 
sible for them to remain, and the order 
was given to retire. C and E com- 
panies came back. D and F, however, 
taking advantage of the river bank 
and the cover afforded by the trees, 
etc., 
threw 
out 
small 
protecting 


trenches from the bank 200 yards from 
the Boer trenches and remained there, 
being re-enforced by G and H in sup- 
port. 
The Boers, returning to their 


trenches, found themselves not only 
enfiladed by the Shropshires, but under 
fire from the Canadians if they at- 
tempted to enter or leave. There was 
nothing left for them but either to face 
the bayonet on the following night or 
surrender. 


They 
wisely 
adopted the latter 


course. 
C and E companies did not 


suffer so severely, as'they overlapped 
the Boer line and were partly out of 
the zone of fire. D, F and Q, however,, 
fared badly. H company, advancing 
under protection of the river bank, 
also managed to get off lightly. 
The 


% thing was gallantly done, and we may 


all well be proud of this achievement 


i of the Canadians. 


I 
An examination of the laager dis- 


closed a state of affairs which it vs ould 
be impossible to describe. The wreck- 
age and confusion were bad enough, 


j but the filth and stench were such as 


toTmake one feel sick. Within a space 
of 100 square yards lay over 40 dead 
horses and half a dozen dead oxen. 
Men themselves were only buried six 
Inches beneath the soil. No regard had 
been paid to sanitary arrangements at 
all. 
They drank the water within a 


few feet of a putrefying carcass. 


Wounded men lay about nncared for, 


their wounds undressed, left to look 
after themselves. In most cases gan- 
grene had set in. 
Slight scratches, 


which with ordinary care would have 
entailed two days' rest only, had devel- 
oped Into huge ulcerated, cancerous 
Bores. Oar doctors, who took charge 
of over 200 such cases, declare that 
nine-tenths must die. 
Compared to 


the horrible conditions under which 
the Boers had for the past ten days 
lived our fire was move child's play. 
It proves the indomitable pluck—call it 
obstinacy of you like—of Cronje. 
It 


was only the general that made the 
men hold out so long. 


I 
To us it felt like death to remain five 


minutes in the place where the Boers 
had spent ten days. 
One's stomach 


, turned against the fetid stench of rot- 
' ting bodies. For a day one could not 


get the smell out of one's nostrils. Yet 
the prisoners declare that had it not 
been for the Canadians getting so close 
to them they wonld have held out for 
gome days yet, and with food it would 
have been weeks before they would 
have surrendered.

AH these cases will come up at tha

will plead not guilty, and Lawyer 
Couch will appear for most of them. 
The cases will be of much interest, in- 
asmuch as the last one brought here 
was thrown out of superior court on 
the claim

law.

Had Suffered for Years With Bullet 


Lodged Near Spine From Acci- 


cidental Shooting, and This 


Morning Was in Intense - 


Pain 


Sullivan A. Crandell committed sui- 


cide by shooting himself this morning 
at his home, 33 Union street. Despon- 
dency as a result of Ions continued 
physical suffering is the only cause 
that can be assigned for the deed. 


When a young man about 17 years 


old, 
Mr. Crandell was accidentally shot 


by a companion while on a fishing trip 
in Stamford. The bullet lodged in his 
back, near the spinal column, and had 
never been located. This had always 
given him much trouble, and he had 
been to many doctors and to special- 
ists in other cities for relief, but in 
vain. For a number of years he had 
done nothing, spending most of his 
time in and about the house, and his 
suffering had increased. 


This morning it was evident that 


from a cold or because he had wrenched 
his back slightly, the pain was more 
intense than usual, and his decisilon to 
kill himself was undoubtedly suddenly 
formed while 'his mind was affected 
by the suffering. 


The shooting was done a few minutes 


after 7 o'clock, within a very few min- 
utes after he had gotten up. He spoke 
only once to his wife, and then going 
to his room took his revolver and put 
an end to his life. Mrs. Crandeil was 
in her room dressing, and heard Mr. 
Crandell walking- from his room at the 
other end of the house on the first 
floor into the sitting room. After cros- 
sing the room a. few times, ha went to 
her door and gala, "My back feels as 
though it was broken right off this 
morning." 


With this he turned and walked back 


to his room. Mrs. Crandell started to 
follow him to see if she could do any- 
thing for him, but as she approached 
the door of his room heard the revolver I 
shot. 
Rushing into his 
room, 
she 


found him sitting in a chair near the 
wall against which his head was res-t- 
ing, with the blood pouring frora 
a. 


wound in his right temple. The re- 
volver had fallen from his hand to the 
floor, and death had in all probability 
been instantaneous. 


Dr. Bushnell was at once sent for, 


but there was little for him to do on 
his arrival. Medical Examiner Brown 
was summoned, and 
examined 
the 


body. 
There was no question of its 


being a case of suicide. 


The revolver was a 38 calibre, which 


he had had in the drawer of his bu- 
reau, and which had been there for 
many years. Immediately on going 
f> his room he had seated himself by the 
bir.eau, taken the weapon, and carefully 
i,' "t d it against his temple, making 
: .:, j by his ayn that the result should 
be i.,:>t, i'ly fatal. Only one chamber 
of the r=-i nlver was empty. 


The bullet passed through the head, 


going in at the right temple and coming 
out through the left ear. Both wounds | 
bled profusely. 
| 


Mr. 
Crandell was one of the best 


1::- Mvn men of the c'ty, having passed 
h.o eniire life heie. He was b9rn Oc- 
tober 25, 1842, th3 son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Abnor Crandell. His father 
ma|ry 


years conducted a market on Eagle 
street, and the son was associated with 
him in business until it was closed out. 
His father died in 1SS7, 
and a short time 


afterwards in the same year his mother 
died. Since the closing out of the mar- 
ket Mr. Crandall had 
not been en- 


gaged in business. His father owned 
considerable real estate -which fell to 
him on the latter's death. 


Three years ago he suffered a slight 


shock, but recovered almost 
entirely 


from this physically. It is believed his 
mind had been slightly affected since 
that time, and he had appeared despon- 
dent much of the time of late. 


Ho leaves a wife, Mrs. S. J. Crandall, 


and one daughters, Mrs. H. F. Millard 
of Springfield. The latter was sent for 
at once.

Boston, April 11—The legislative com- 


mittee on towns this'afternoon reported 
favorably the bill providing lor the an- 
inflation of a. part of Wlllia.mstown, in 
the village of Blackintop, to North 
Adams. 


The bill as reported includes several 


changes from the original draft, and 
provides for the 
i>aymerit to 
Wil- 


liamstown by North Adams of $3000, 
to assuming of the cost of conductirc 
tlie uniun school from March 1 of this 
year, and moves the line of division 
10 feet further west than originally laid 
out. 


The clause concerning the xilace of 


voting- of the residewts of the district 
is left unchanged, it having teen founa 
impossible to change the representative j 
district. The voters of the district will 
vote for North Adams ^,iy officers, but 
for state and county officers; -\\ill vote 
in Williamstown until a redistrictin::. 


The announcement that the Blackm- 


con annexation bill has been reported 
will be received with satUlaqtion by 
the residents of Blackinton who have 
been working hard for a !or.g time to 
accomplish this lesult. There is little 
doabt that the bill will pass, and as it 
is to take effect on passage, the whole 
of the village o>f Blaekinton will within 
a short time become a part of the city 
of North Adams. 


Tha changes that are re-ported made 


are in. accordance with the agreement 
reached by the committees from this 
city and Williamstown. at their recent 
conference. In return for the taking 
of the Williamstown's share of the 
union school, this city is to pay the 
town the sum of $3000, and to assume 
all the school expenses from the be- 
ginning of the to>wn year. The moving 
of the line further west by 10 feet was 
at the request of one man whose houpe 
would have been directly oil the line 
had it remained as at first sarveyerl. 


The only unsatisfactory feature* is in 


reg-ard to the voting. At tne confer- 
ence of the committees it was the 
earnestly expressed desire of the Wil- 
liamstown committee that the annexed 
portion of the town be transferred 
from the second representative district, 
in which Williamstown is. to the first 
district, which includes this city and 
Clarksburg-. 


It was thought at first that this could 


bo done, and every effort was made to 
have it so changed before the bill -was 
reported. The matter was referred to 
Speaker Myers, who took a lively in- 
terest in it, but after lookinsr into fhe 
matter he gave it as his opinion that it 
would be impossible to chansr the dis- 
trict now. 


Attorney General KnotUtrn was then 


asked about the matter, and after con- 
siderable investigation he ccnflrtned 
the speaker's opinion. He said that no 
such case had before come up to his 
knowledge, but that according to the 
statutes, he held that it would be ne- 
cessary to leave the representative 
districts as they are until the census 
of 1905. 


This will compel the residents of that 


part of Blaekinton to be annexed to 
vote for state and county offices in the 
second or Williamstown district for 
about five years, while of course they 
will vote for city offices beginning with 
next fall. 


It is possible that the district bound- 


cries can be changed by a special act 
of legislature, and this may be asked 


for. 


The report of the bill was very pleas- 


ing to Representatives Brown and 
Card, both of whom have worked hard 
for its success at the request of the 
Blaekinton people.
